Potato  Disease. 

Tlie  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  «  the

published  by  the  authority  of  the  legislature, 
of  which  we  publish  the  following  summary 
by  the  Hon.  Amusa  Walker,  Secretary  of 
State 

«  Although  these  communications  may  not 
furnish  any  perfect  cure  or  preventive  of  the 
potato  disease,  yet  they  agree,  in  so  many 
important  points,  and  offer  so  many  valuable 
hints,  relating  to  the  nature,  cultivation,  pre¬ 
servation,  and  improvement  of  the  potato, 
that  they  cannot  fail  to  be  of  great  public 
utility.  The  similarity  of  views  expressed 
by  the  most  intelligent  writers,  relating  ro 
the  nature,  cultivation,  disease,  and  cure  of 
the  potato,  is  truly  remarkable,  and  we  think 
auspicious.  Among  the  principal  points  re¬ 
lating  to  which  there  is  a  general  concurrence, 

ar^unrSWZ/ '  mality  of  flat  ^.-Re¬ 
newing  the  seed  from  the  hall  of  healthy 
vigorous  plants  every  few  years  even  resort¬ 
ing  to  the  native  place  in  South  America,  and 
taking  the  seed  from  the  wild  potato,  is  con¬ 
sidered  important.  When  potatoes  areto  be 
raised  front  the  tuber,  sound,  healthy,  whole 
potatoes  are  recommended  for  planting.  Cut¬ 
ting  potatoes  is  decidedly  condemned.  Any¬ 
thing  which  impairs  the  vitality  of  the  seed 
increasing  the  liability  to  disease. 

Quality  or  kind  of  Soil.— A  dry,  light,  loose, 
warm  soil  is  considered  necessary  to  the 
soundness  and  health  of  the  vegetable,  as 
well  as  to  its  richness  and  flavor,  the  latter 
depending  quite  as  much  on  the  quality  of 
the  soil  as  on  the  variety  of  seed.  A  wet, 
heavy,  compact  soil,  directly  promotes  the 
disorder.  Far  up  on  the  side  of  a  mountain 
or  hill  is  a  favorable  location  for  the  growth 
of  the  potato  ;  and  new  land'con tains  more 
of  the  qualities  requisite  for  its  nourishment 
and  health  than  old  or  worn  out  soils. 

Influence  of  .Atmosphere. — Potatoes  should 
be  as  little  exposed  to  the  air  as  convenient¬ 
ly  may  be.  Their  natural  plaee  is  under 
ground.  By  too  much  exposure  they  become 
poisoned,  and  turn  green.  Some  recommend 
depositing  them  for  the  winter  in  holes  un¬ 
der  ground  in  a  dry  soil;  or  if  kept  in  a  cel¬ 
lar,  to  preserve  them  dry,  in  small  quantities, 
in  sand  ;  and  to  keep  them  cool.  Keeping 
large  quantities  in  a  body  in  the  cellar  is  by 
some  supposed  to  promote  heat  and  putre¬ 
faction.  Planting  in  the  fall  is  recommend¬ 
ed  by  some,  ns  potatoes  left  in  the  field  over 
winter  are  observed  to  come  forward  earlier 
in  the  spring,  to  grow  more  vigorously,  to 
get  ripe  earlier  and  before  the  blighting  rains 
of  August,  and  to  be  more  sound,  fair,  and 
healthy. 

Manures. — All  antisputrescents,  such  as 
lime,  wood-ashes,  pulverized  charcoal,  plas¬ 
ter,  salt,  nitrogen,  &e.,  are  believed  to  contri¬ 
bute  directly  to  the  health  of  the  potato,  as 
welt  as  to  add  to  its  richness  and  flavor ;  and 
of  course,  to  prevent  putrefaction  and  dis¬ 
ease.  Of  our  manures,  well  rotted  compost 
is  preferred.  Stable  manure  is  too  strong 
and  heating,  and  produces  ill-flavored,  un¬ 
healthy  potatoes,  and  is  decidedly  condemn¬ 


ed. 


Disease,  Contagion,  Old  Age,  and  Death. — - 
These  are  common  to  vegetables  as  well  ns 
to_ animals.  All  are  liable  to  disease,  some 
more  some  less,  according  to  circutnstanes, 
predisposing  causes,  and  preventive  means. 
Some  vegetable  diseases  are  believed  to  be 
contagious.  The  present  disease  is  thought 
by  many  to  he  of  that  class.  One  field  of 
potatoes  is  liable  to  take  the  disorder  from 
another  field.  Potatoes  are  predisposed  to 
disease  by  bad  cultivation,  old  age,  bad  soil, 
bad  manures,  suddeu  changes  of  weather, 
warm  rains,  &e. 


Ravages  of  Insects,  Fungi,  fyc. — The  best 
writers  consider  the  ravages  of  insects  as  at 
most  but  a  predisposing  cause,  rendering  the 
potato  more  liable  to  disease  by  enfeebling 
the  plant.  By  many  writers  insects  are  con¬ 
sidered  as  remotely  affecting  the  potato ;  by 
others,  as  having  no  effect  at  all.  The  fun¬ 
gus  on  potatoes  is  not  the  cause  of  the  rot. 
It  finds  the  potato,  previously  diseased,  a  fit 
subject  for  its  operation. 

The  general  conclusions  to  which  the  facts 
presented  in  these  various  communications 

1.  That  the  disease  has  a  striking  resem¬ 
blance  to  the  cholera,  and  probably  exists  in 
the  atmosphere. 

2.  That  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  specific 
cure  has  been,  or  ever  will  be  discovered  ; 


but 


3.  As  in  cholera,  certain  preventives  are 
well  ascertained,  by  the  application  of  which 
the  liabilities  to  disease  may  be  greatly  less¬ 
ened. 

4-  That  by  obtaining  the  soundest  seed, 
by  planting  in  the  most  favorable  soils,  and 
by  using  the  most  suitable  nmnureg,  we  may 
have  a  good  degree  of  confidence  in  the  suc¬ 
cessful  cultivation  of  this  useful  vegetable. 

•  5.  That  we  may  expect  that,  like  the  chol¬ 
era,  the  potato  rot  will  become  less  and  less 
formidable  from  year  to  yenr,  and  eventually 
subside  into  a  mild  and  manageable  epidem¬ 
ic,  if  that  term  may  be  used  in  such  a  cott- 
nection." 

After  inserting  the  above,  the  Editor  of 
the  London  Farmer's  Magazine  remarks — 
“  The  several  points  on  which  there  is  an 
unanimity  of  opinion  are  worthy  the  espec¬ 
ial  attention  of  farmers.  By  a  careful  selec¬ 
tion  of  seed  and,  locality,  and  particular  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  kind  of  manure  used,  very 
much  of  this  diseasp  may  be  avoided.  If  facts 
like  the  above,  well  substantiated  by  experi¬ 
ment  in  all  sections  of  the  country,  could  be 
presented  to  the  entire  mass  of  farmers,  and 
they  would  govern  their  modes  of  culture  by 
rules  so  established,  we  cannot  well  estimate 
the  increase  wliieh  wpuld  result  in  a  single 
year  in  a  crop  so  extensively  cultivated  as 
the  potato.” 


The  Gore  Worm. 

The  New  England  Farmer  has  an  article 
on  this  subject  from  a  Maine  correspondent. 
We  copy  below  its  essential  points  : 

So  far  as  I  have  investigated  the  matter, 
the  core-worms  of  the  apples  in  this  country 
are  in  no  particular  different  from  the  pirati¬ 
cal  apple  depredators  of  France,  England, 
Portugal,  and  South  America,  and  are  the 
offspring  of  a  brown  miller,  somewhat  lar¬ 
ger  than  the  mother  of  our  eommoti  moth's, 
which  deposits  her  eggs  at  night  in  the 
dried  blow  of  the  apple,  when  about  half 
grown.’ 


“  In  the  island  of  Jersey,  a  place  famous  for 
its  fruit,  the  depredations  of  the  “ pippin - 
worm”— os  they  are  called— is  entirely  avoid¬ 
ed  by  the  farmers  placing  among  the 
branches  of  their  apple  trees,  sometime  in 
April,  tufts  of  pea  straw,  or  what  is  better 
still,  bean  stalks,  which  have  been  kept 
through  the  winter  for  that  purpose.  In  the 
cavities  of  these,  the  miller  deposits  her 
eggs,  which  in  due  time  becomes  a  grub,  of 
an  altogether  different  character  apparently, 
from  the  apple-bred  offspring  of  the  same 
miller.  , 

These  grubs  never  enter  an  apple,  and 
what  few  of  them  escape  the  keen  observa¬ 
tion  ef  the  black  hornet,  or  the  Bpeckled 
airdler,  find  their  way  to  the  ground,  in 
which  they  burrow,  lying  doTmant  for  about 
ten  months,  when  they  become  changed  to 
millers  in  time  for  the  next  crop  of  apples. 

1  have  seen  in  the  island  of  Jersey,  the  ap- 


Amerioa  frequently,  with  the  most  complete 
success  ;  anil  as  I  believe  the  North  Ameri¬ 
can  worm  is  identical  with  the  apple-worm 
of  other  countries,  I  would  advise  that  far- 
mers-genernllv  try  the  experiment.  It  does 
not  cost  much,  nnd  If  successful,  is  just  as 
good  as  a  more  expensive  remedy. 


Ite  Thorough. 

If  you  plant  hut  one  tree,  do  it  well.  -  If 


•chard,  do  it  equally  well.  If  you 
template  putting  out  a  largo  number  of  trees, 
you  will  not  lose  but  gain  time  by  waiting  a 
year  while  yon  prepare  the  soil  by  deep  and 
frequent  working  and  manuring.  One  who 
has  not  learned  by  practice,  has  no  concep¬ 
tion  of  the  growth  and  vigor  of  trees  in  weft 
and  ill-prepared  ground.  'I  ho  advance  of 
the  former  will  Ire  scarcely  checked,  and  at 
the  end  of  even  the  first  season  they  will 
have  added  a  good  quantity  of  wel!-npcned 
wood  and  look  thrifty,  full  of  sap  and 
healthy,  while  the  latter  will  he  hardly  at  all 
larger  then  they  were  when  planted,  and  ap-' 
pear  stunted  and  unpromising,  and  this  dif¬ 
ference  is  plainly  observable  for  years.  Be 
thorough— do  your  work  well,  and  attempt  no 
more  than  can  be  performed  properly.

THE  VATICAN. 

often  used,  but  there  are 


many  who  do  not  understand  its  import. — 
The  term  refers  to  a  collection  of  buildings 

on  one  of  the  seven  hills  of  Rome,  which 
cover  a  space  of  1500  feet  in  length,  and 
1000  feet  in  breadth.  It  is  built  on  the  spot 
once  occupied  by  the  garden  of  the  cruel 
Nero,  It  owes  its  origin  to  the  Bishop  of 
Rome  ;  tsho,  fn  the.  early  part  of  the  six¬ 
teenth  century,  erected  a  humble  residence 
on  its  site.  About  the  year  1150,  Pope  En- 
gentus  rebuilt  it  0n  a  magnificent  scale. — 
Innocent  II,  a  few  years  afterwards,  gave  it 
up  as  a  lodging  t0  peter  It*  King  of  Arra- 
gon.  In  1305,  Clement  V.  at  the  instiga¬ 
tion  of  the  King  of  France,  Tcmoved  the 
Papal  See  from  Rome  to  Avignon,  when  the 
y  atiean  remained  in  a  condition  of  obscur¬ 
ity  and  neglect  for  more  than  70  years. 
But  soon  after  the  return  of  tlie  pontifical 
court  to  Rome,  an  event  which  had  been  so 
earnestly  prayed  fnrbv  the  poor  Petrarch, and 
which  finally  took  place  in  1376,  the  Vati¬ 
can  was  put  into  a  state  of  repair,  again  en¬ 
larged,  and  it  was  thenceforward  considered 
as  the  regular  palace  and  residence  of  the 
'  Popes,  who  one  after  the  other,  added  fresh 
buildings  to  it,  and  gradually  enriched  it 
with  antiquities,  statues,  pictures  and  books, 
until  it  became  the  richest  depository  in  the 
WOTld. 

The  Library  of  the  Vatican  was  commenc¬ 
ed  fourteen  hundred  years  ago.  It  contains 
40,000  manuscripts,  among  which  are  some 
by  Pliny,  St.  Thomas,  St,  Charles  Bar- 
rotnee,  and  many  Hebrew,  Syriac,  Arabian 
and  Armenian  Bibles. 

The  whole  of  theimmense  buildings  com¬ 
posing  the  Vatican  are  filled  with  statues, 
found  beneath  the  ruins  of  ancient  Rome  ; 
with  paintings  by  the  masters,  and  with  cu¬ 
rious  medals  and  antiquities  of  almost  every 
description.  When  it  is  known  that  there 
have  been  oxhumedmore  than  70,000  statues 
from  the  ru  ined  temples  and  palaces  ol  Rome, 
the  reader  can  form  some  idea  of  the  riehes 
of  the  Vatican. 

The  Vatican  will  ever  be  held  in  venera¬ 
tion  by  the  student,  the  artist  and  the  schol¬ 
ar.  Raffaele  and  Michael  Angelo  are  en¬ 
throned  there,  and  their  throne  will  be  as 
endurable  as  the  love  of  beauty  and  genius 
in  the  hearts  of  their  Worshippers. 


John  Skin*  O’Brien,  an  Indian  chief, 
one  hundred  years  old,  recently  visited 
the  Philadelphia  House  of  Industry,  with 
his  wife  and  five  of  his  youngest  children. 
He  was  born  in  Massachusetts,  in  the  Onei¬ 
da  tribe  of  Indians.  His  mother  was  the 
chief  of  a  daughter  of  the  tribe,  his  father 


physician,  where  he  remained  until  22  v _ 

of  age.  lie  was  in  Paris  when  Lafayette 
was  preparing  to  join  in  the  revolution, 
and  there  formed  the  determination  to  re¬ 
turn  and  engage  in  its  struggles.  He  joined 
the  Eastern  division  of  the  army  under 
Washington,  -and  acted  as  surgeon's  mate 
under  Dr.  Comstock.  He  was  engaged  in 
nearly  all  the  battles  of  that  eventful  peri¬ 
od;  received  two  wounds  from  balls  and  one 
from  a  bayonet  in  the  chest.  In  the  war  of 
1812  he  again  joined  the  army;  commanded 
a  company  of  sharp-shooters  under  Wilks, 
Pike  and  Brown.  He  is  the  father  of  thir¬ 
ty-one  children,  all  living,  he  having  his 
third  wife.  Iiis  intellect  is  good  and  unim¬ 
paired,  stands  over  six  feet  in  height,* and 
very  athletic.  His  face  is  handsome,  and 
covered  with  a  venerable  beard. 


The  Sandwich  Islands.  A  recent 
sus  of  the  Sandwich  Islands  exhibits  s 
facts  of  startling  interest,  and  which 
illustrate  in  the  most  unmistakable  manner 
the  vital  law  that  thle  inferior  race  must  give 
way  to  the  stronger.  The  present  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  seven  islands  fonning  the  group 
is  80,641.  The  deaths  during  last  year 
were  7,943, -while  the  births  were  only  1,- 
478 — an  average  of  six  deaths  to  one  birth. 
The  foreigners  number  only  1,787.  This 
is  an  extraordinary  state  of  things,  anil  w 
doubt  whether  its  parallel  can  be  found  Ti 
the  history  of  tlie  world.  In  the  time  o 
Cook,  this  peopled  numbered  400,000  ;  thus 
is  70  years  they  have  decreased  320,000. 
In  1836  they  numbered  108,579 — decrease 
in  seventeen  years,  nearly  28,000.  Such  a 
rapid  decrease  of  native  population  is  a  deep¬ 
ly  melancholy  spectacle.  At  the  present 
rate  of  decrease,  another  generation  will 
hardly  have  passed  awayere  this  people  will 
be  blotted  from  the  face  of  the  earth. — Jour. 


Some  French  savans  have  resolved  to  as¬ 
semble  in  Paris,  in  the  course  of  next  month, 
a  congress  of  philologists  from  the  different 
countries  of  Europe,  to  discuss  questions 
relative  to  the  different  languages,  and  to 
prepare  the  way  for  establishing  if  possible, 
a  universal  alphabet,  as  the  first  step  to¬ 
wards  the  creation  of  a  universal  language.
